Drtke there had b««a a rather active 
business in the production of "coal 
oiL" It had been long known that 
coals would yield on destructive dis- 
d'lation oils of varying qualities, and 
more especially that class of coals 
then known as "cannel" coal. West- 
ern Pennsylvania possessed large de- 
posits of this class of coal, and the 
demand for oils for illuminating pur- 
poses to replace the declining output 
of whale oil, tamed the attention of 
many experimenters towards the can- 
nel coals as a. possible source of a 
suitable substitute. 


In the process of e&rly manufacture 


the cannel coal was placed m large 
metal pots..called retorts, and the op- 
ening tightly closed. A pipe from the 
top of the retort, passing through a 
tank of water, lead to a receiving ves- 
sel. 
Fire was applied to tie retort, 


and on heating the gaseous material 
was driven from the coaL This pass- 
ed through the pipe, was cooled in 
passing that portion immersed in the 
water, condensed to s. liquid, and col- 
lected in the vessel at the end of the 
pipe. It was found the character of 
the liquid varied with tie temperature 
of the retort, the liquid or dlsttSats be- 
ing lighter and more fiul'l when the 
temperature of the retort was raised.

retorts was not tie tarry, sticky 
mass left by the coal, but was found 
to be in pieces of practically the same 
size as when placed in the retort, and 
these were loose, dry, and could be 
readily handled. 


The industry rapidly increased, and 


methods were devised for the purify- 
ing of the oils, and at the time of the 
opening of the Drake well there were 
quite a number of oil plants, or mills, 
in Pennsylvania. 
Tte industry also 


thrived elsewhere, in Ohio, Kentucky, 
ev«n as far east as Maine and west- 
ward to Utah, shale oil plants were 
built. TFith the outpouring of petro- 
leum, however, these gradually ceas- 
ed operations, but many ft the shale 
oil manufacturers turned their atten- 
tion to the "refining" of petroleum, 
their experience being the foundation 
of the early oil retains business. 


One of the last sbale oil plants to 


be operated in Pennsylvania was at 
Canselfon, Beaver county, where a 
plant was in operation up to 1872. 
Kerosene from petroleum had driven 
out "coal oft" as a source of light long 
before that time, but it was still profit- 
able to produce a high, grade lubricat- 
ing oil from the Casnelton shales. 
The products of these early sbale oi] 
plants consisted of illuminating oils, 
lubricating oils, and a heavy residue 
which, was generally known as "creo- 
sote." The total output of the Can- 
nelton shaies was one barrel per ton 
of shales. 


In other parts of the world, which 


haw> not been blessed with high grade 
petroleum, the shale oil industry still 
flourishes, more especially in Scot- 
land. The plants now operating in 
Scotland are large, and are»real manu- 
facturing plants. The shale, deep be- 
low the surface, is mined by shafts as 
much as 1,500 feet or more in depth. 
Much of the shale now used does nol 
yield more than 30 to 25 gallons per 
ton but one-half the quantity formerly 
furnished by the shales at the Can- 
BeUon locality. 


A larger number of products are re- 


covered than by the 
old processes,
